They should be 16 years of age or 
older, and have been out of school 
for at least six months. 

The program continues through- 
out the year, It is very flexible and 
adults may join at any time.

You can help by referring adults 
who need basic reading instruction 
to the program. Volunteer tutors are 
also needed. The only requirement 1s 
the ability to read yourself. We will 
train you and provide you with 
materials.

Crews said he 
felt that the funds would start being 
released in early 1986, but an AEA 
representative at the meeting told 
the members not to expect to be able 
to spend the money until summer! 
The board heard Crews state that 
preliminary plans called for $225,000 
to be used for construction of a new 
music department, and $78,000 to be 
used to repair dressing rooms inside 
the gym and leaks in the ceiling of 
the dressing rooms, which are used 
daily by physical education students. 
An additional $36,000 is planned for 
construction of a covered walkway 
leading to the gym, and $20,000 is to 
be used to repair and replace doors 
at the high school complex. The

1985-86 City of Elba budget 


nears $14 million mark 


The Elba City Council adopted a 
1.4 million-dollar budget Monday 
night, The budget will cover the 
fiscal year from October 1 through 
September 30, 1986, If projections 
hold true, the city will end the year 
with a surplus. 

Council member Jack Prescott 
was the only member not present at 
the short meeting Monday evening. 
He continues to recuperate from 
surgery and is expected back within 
a few weeks. 

The street department will take 
the largest chunk of the budget at 
$273,500. This will be consumed 
mostly by salaries and supplies, but 
will also include cost of using the 
county landfill for garbage and for 
the ongoing sidewalk repair project 

A close second is represented by 
the police department at $245,050. 
This too will be largely salaries, but 
$28,940 is budgeted for police car 
expense, Utilities, uniforms, 
training and travel consume most of 
the balance 

Repayment of borrowed money 
will take $185,086. This includes 
money borrowed to build schools, 
repair the reserve center, build 
sewer system, purchase city hall and 
the police station, as well as money 
borrowed last year to build the fire 
station, swimming pool and 
purchase a new fire truck, 


It will cost $95,200 to operate the” 


recreation department for the 
coming year. This includes $45,000 
in salaries, $14,000 for uniforms of 


teams, $12,000 to pay part-time 
officials at baseball, softball and 
football games Supplies are 


estimated to cost $12,000 and park 
maintenance $11,000 

Appropriations to the schools will 
be $61,000; library - $6,500; Senior 
Citizens Center $22,000, and 
Rescue Squad - $3,500, are the major 
items in the $125,000 appropriations 


budget. Coffee County Arts 
Ajiience, South Central Mental 
Health, health department, etc., 


make up the balance 
The fire department will spend 
an estimated $31,000 during the 


coming year, with $22,000 of that 
going to salaries. The amount of 
$3,250 will be spent on supplies, and 
$2,000 will be the cost of repairs. It 
will also cost $1600 to maintain the 
fire telephones. 

The city pays $42,500 into the 
retirement program for employees 
and has allotted $40,000 for pay 
raises 

Capital expenditures are going to 
be limited to buying a new police car 
at $11,000, and making the down 
payment on a new street sweeper at 
$15,000 

Many expenses are classified as 
administrative and this category 1s 
budgeted at $214,000, It includes 
$50,000 for salaries, over $80,000 for 
insurance, $38,000 for payroll taxes 
and $10,000 for office expense 

The income for the above 
expenditures will come mostly from 
sales tax at $450,000, followed by 
sewer fees and revenue sharing, 
both at $110,000. Privilege licenses 
will bring in $80,000, and transfers 
from the water and electric 
department are pegged at $96,000. 
The hospital board is expected to 
generate $50,000 for the city, and the 
reserve center rent is set at $36,000 
and gas district funds at $25,000. 

Ad valorem tax and gasoline tax 
will each generate $45,000 and the 
recreation department input should 
be $22,000 from fees and concession 
sales. Police fines are projected at 
$18,000 and car tags at $11,000, 
Building fees will total $1500 if the 
year is a normal one, and the Senior 
Citizens program will generate 
$9,000 (from federal funds). 

fhe income total of $1,345,300 
will exceed the planned expendi- 
tures, leaving a surplus of $67,214.

While living and farming in and 
around Elba, he met and married 
Miss Addie Belle Ham, daughter of 
and Ora Bowers Ham. He 
recalled that he was 27 years old and 
she was 24. This was in the year 
1920. Mrs. Wicker passed away in 
November, 1960, at the age of 63. 

Mrs. Wicker was one of 16 
children!

The baby daughter of the family 
is Marie Antoinette - and there is a 
story behind her name. Seems as if 
Mr. Wicker went to fetch the doctor 
for her delivery, and while he was 
gone, the nurse delivered the baby, 
as Mrs. Wicker went into labor 
before her husband’s return; he 
arrived to find he was the father of 
another girl. The nurse asked if she 
could name the baby as she had 
brought her into the world, and so 
Marie Antoinette was the name 
chosen. Of course, we Elba folks 
know her as Antoinette. She is 
married to Franklin, an Enterprise 
native, who works at Ft. Rucker. 
Antoinette works in the office of Dr. 
Lance K. Dyess and she and Franklin 
have two children: Rhonda, who 
lives at home and is employed in the 
shipping department at Kleinert’s, 


and Ken, a junior at Auburn 
University, 
The ‘‘baby’' of the family is 


Cecil, who is retired from the Army 
and employed by the U.S. Postal 
System as a rural mail carrier. He is 
the father of four children: Deborah, 
a resident of Kentucky and mother of 
two: Stan, a Warrant Officer 2 at Ft.

As to personal data on Mr 
Wicker -- he says he ‘‘enjoys eating” 
and his favorite foods are ‘‘Irish 
potatoes, snap beans, most any kind 
of meat - ham, hamburger; sweet 
potato pie, and lots more’’. He said 
his favorite color is blue. 

He told us he ‘'grew everything”’ 
when he was farming, and in his 
younger days loved to fish and hunt. 


He was a ‘‘real sportsman’’, in the 
words of Fina. 
Another love of his is riding 


country roads and Cecil takes him on 
those excursions, as he no longer 
drives. This pleasure of his harkens 
back to the ‘‘good ole days,’’ when 
he was a younger man, When’ 
questioned about the ‘‘good ole 
days'’, he replied, ‘‘The ‘good ole 
days’ were back in the horse and 
buggy days I'd get out and go 
where | wanted to go - that horse 
would take me everywhere! | had a 
good horse and a rubber-tired buggy 
and I'd go to the Saturday night 
frolics (dances) -- they'd have ‘em in 
people's homes and everybody 
would go to 'em!"’ 

Only a FEW questions was Mr. 
Wicker unable to answer, and | got 
tickled when he couldn't. He'd say in 
an exasperated, disgusted-with- 
myself tone of voice, ‘‘Thunder!"’; 
but | assured him, to be 91 he rated 


100 percent! His memory is 
remarkable 

Another bygone love of Mr 
Wicker's: ‘'l played the fiddle -- I’ve 
played all over Alabama! 1 played 
ragtime, bluegrass, church music, 
all kinds of music.’’ When asked 
some of the songs, he named 
“Leather Britches’’, ‘Magpie"’, 
*Cotton-Eyed Joe’, “Dixie” 
‘When the Roll is Called Up 
Yonder” and then he Said, 


‘'Thunder!"’. Do these song titles 
bring back any memories tor you 
older generation? ‘‘All the Wickers 
are musically inclined,’’ Fina said, 
and added, ‘‘that bunch from 
Tuscaloosa could play and sing to 
beat the band!”’ 

Mr. Wicker said he has 
everything from oxen-plowing to 
mules, Model A's and Model T's to 
modern cars, to airplanes, but = 
ONE thing he doesn’t countenance 


‘seen 


and that is: he firmly and 
emphatically says that ‘‘man has 
NEVER been to the moon!'’ When 


asked why he didn't think so, he 
sajd, © That moon is not any of man's 
Lusiness! It's the Good Lord's 
nusiness!' And he will not be 
Seeded to believe otherwise! 

A memorable occasion in Mr 
Wicker’s wealth of memories occurs 
the first Sunday in May. This is 
when the church he grew up in, 
labernacle Free Will, has 
Decoration Day, which consists of 
decorating all the graves in the 


church cemetery with fresh flowers 


Mr. Wicker always looked forward to 
this event, and as long as he was 
able he took the bus to Tuscaloosa 
for it. In latter years some of his 
children have taken him back for it. 

Fina brought back a personal 
memory for me when recalling some 
of her memories regarding her 
mother. She said the late John I. 
Jones (Sally Vaughan’s father and 
my uncle by marriage) would come 
by their house in the Curtis 
Community with his ‘‘rolling store’ 
and her mother would buy her 
staples from him; she would use a 
48-Ib. sack of flour in one week. How 
many of you remember buying 
groceries, sewing notions, patent 


.medicines, etc., from Uncle John I. 


and his rolling store? Fina also 
shared this with us: on Sunday 
morniags her mother would go out 
and kill and dress (no going to the 
local grocery store and buying the 
‘‘already-dead-and-dressed chicken) 
chickens for Sunday. At breakfast 
they'd have fried chicken, gravy, 
grits and homemade biscuits - all 
cooked on the wood-burning Home 
Comfort stove, which even had a hot 
water tank attached, She said it was 
really fancy! For Sunday dinner they 
would have chicken and dumplings 
and banana pudding - made in a big 
dishpan to accomodate eight hungry 
little mouths - and she said there was 
none left over!) and homemade 
teacakes. Those were the days! 

On recalling his school days, Mr. 
Wicker said, ‘'I went to Bessie Berry 
School in Tuscaloosa. It was a 
one-room school and we had a 
wood-burning stove, and we boys 
would go out with an ax and cut the 


wood for the stove. The school 
didn’t have grades like they do 
now.”' 


A special ‘‘treat’’ for him is 
chocolate milk and peanut butter and 
crackers; and then top it off with the 


aforementioned — snuff Dental 
Sweet, to be specific 
About Christmas “apples, 


oranges, a stick of candy -- that’s all 
we pot, but we were proud of that. 
Didn't know anything about 
chocolate.”’ 

When asked what tips he'd give 
us younger folks regarding good 
health, long life, etc., here is what he 
told me. ‘‘Well, I'd just say to take 
care of yourselves the best you can 
and go to bed early -- by 8 o'clock 
anyhow!"’ 

We asked him if this younger 
generation was as tough as his was, 
and very quickly he answered, ‘‘No 
sir! 1 don’t think they could go 
through some of the times I've seen! 
| don't believe they could.” 

Yes, I like the nursing home, 
but it ‘ain't’ like being at home 
They're good to me here, the food is 
good,”’ 

‘l love my family - everyone of 
them and they think lots of me - they 
seem to]"’ 

Yes, indeed, Mr. Wicker, 
family does love you, and all of us 
love you too! 

Hope you enjoyed meeting and 
reading about Mr. Moody 
Wicker - in the vernacular of his day 
and time - ‘‘a real sport!"

TEST NOW 

Dr. Charles Mitchell, our soils 
specialist at Auburn, told me 
recently that the — soil test 
recommendation which the 
laboratory sends back on crops are 
designed for high yields. For 


example, the recommendations 
which are given are capable of 
producing at least 170 bushels of 
corn per acre, 2% bales of cotton, 59 
bushels of soybeans per acre, 2% 
tons of peanuts per acre, and 65 
bushels of wheat. 

Mitchell said, 
‘Recommendations are more than 
adequate to sustain yields. If a 
grower follows the recommendations 
on his soil test reports and fails 
to make these yields, the chances are 
those are factors involved other than 
soil fertility.’’ 

Mitchell continued, ‘“‘By soil 
testing, growers who are capable of 
producing 200 bushels of corn, 3 
bales of cotton, 3 tons of peanuts, 60 
bushels of soybeans, or 100 bushels 
of wheat have eliminated or reduced 
many of thé crop limiting factors.” 
WHEAT DISEASES 

Quite a few Coffee County 
farmers who planted wheat on the 
same land for several years are 
having severe disease problems. 
Wheat diseases lower yields and 
profits. 

It is just as important to rotate 
wheat fields as it is peanut fields. 
When wheat is planted in a field for 
more than three years in a row, the 
chances are that the fourth and fifth 
years the yields will go down 
dramatically. This is especially true 
where wheat has been double 
soybeans for four or 


cropped with 
five years.

Horticulture Tips 


DAN PRESLEY -COUNTY AGENT 


TURNIP PLANTING 

If you're growing turnips for 
roots, plant them early so they can 
make most of their growth during 
warm weather. Good varieties are 
Purpletop White Globe or Shogin. 

Apply 8-8-8 fertilizer when 
preparing the seedbed. Plant about 
one-fourth ounce of seed per 100 feet 
of row. Then firm the soil well to get 
good germination and _ rapid 
emergence. Thin the plants to about 
a four-inch drill spacing for root 
growth. 

If hollow-heart has been a 
preblem in the past, apply about one 
tablespoon of boron per 100 feet of 
row. It’s easiest to dissolve borax in 
water and apply it to the soil surface 
with a sprinkler can, 


FALL GARDEN 

I was reviewing my vegetable 
planting chart, and the following 
vegetables can be planted in 
September: onions, radishes, 
spinach, turnips, mustard, lettuce, 
collards and Brussels sprouts. 

We are very fortunate in this part 
of the country to be able to prdouce 
vegetables almost year round. So 
don't let your garden lay idle when it 
can be producing good, fresh food. 


PECANS 

Several people have asked, ‘‘Are 
my pecans that the hurricane blew 
off going to mature out enough to 
save?'’ My answer is ‘‘no,’’ The 
shuck of the pecan has to be loose 
before the nut is mature inside, I 
don’t think there is any useful thing 
we can do with these pecans. 

One of the things that you need 
to be doing is getting your orchard 
floor ready for harvest. This means 
picking up debris, cutting the grass 
low, and removing these immature 
nuts that have fallen so that they 
won't be in your way when you are

NEMATODES 

The more garden problems | 
check on the more I am convinced 
that a lot of them are due to 
nematodes. A sure way to find out if 
you have nematodes is to take a soil 
sample and send it to the Nematode 
Testing Laboratory. This sample can 
be taken just as you would a normal 
soil sample, but the soil needs to be 
put in a plastic bag so that it won't 
dry out. 

You can tell if you have root-knot 
nematodes by pulling up the plants 
and examining the roots. If the roots 
are swollen and knotty, you 
definitely have root-knot nematodes. 

Rotation is a good way to help 
lower the nematode population, but 
most of us don't have this choice. 
Vapam is the only  fumigant 
nematicide available for home 
gardeners. I would suggest that if 
you have nematodes, go ahead and 
‘reat this fall before the ground gets 
cold. By treating now, you won't 
have to delay your spring planting. 

Planting rye in your garden area 
will also help reduce the nematode 
population some. Nematodes 
weaken plants and cause us to have a 
lot of other problems we might not 
have if we could clean up the soil of 
nematodes, 


PEST CONTROL 

Fall isn't the time of year when 
gardeners usually concern 
themselves with pest control. But it 
should be. Controlling garden 
insects is a 12-month effort, You can 
cut down on the number of insects 
you'll have next year. 

Remove and destroy or deeply 
bury vines, stalks and all other crop 
residue as soon as harvest is 
completed. Hand pick and destroy 
insects when practical. Use dust and 
spray insecticides as needed for 
special insect problems, Notice the 
kinds of insects you have problems 
with this year. Next yéar, you can 
select varieties that are resistant to 
these pests. 

Keep weeds and grass down 
around the garden as well as in it. 
This gets rid of hiding places for 
insects, 

The first frost kills many weeds, 
but by that time they will have gone 
to seed,

TV DINNER TRAYS 

The aluminum TV dinner trays 
are being retired after about 31 years 
of service. Campbell Soup Company 
is testing rounded, microwave safe 
trays for TV dinners, Why the 
change? The new trays are cheaper, 
well-suited to microwave ovens and 
are more ‘‘table presentable.”’ 

The soup company will- be 
marketing their products in a plastic 
tray by the new year. 


PEANUTS 

Peanut boiling time is here. To 
can or freeze boiled peanuts is easy. 
Here are the directions. Wash green 
peanuts. Add one cup salt to a gallon 
of water and stir. Heat until salt 
dissolves. Pack and clean, unshelled 
peanuts into standard canning jars. 
Use the same amount of peanuts as 
hot salty water. For example, fill a 
quart jar half way with peanuts and 
then finish filling with salty water 
leaving ‘4 inch at the top. After 
sealing process at ten pounds 
pressure for 45 minutes. 


You can freeze the peanuts if you 
prefer. After washing the rece 
pack them in moisture-vapor proo 
freezer containers. Label and freeze. 

When you get ready for boiled 
peanuts, let them thaw in the 
refrigerator for several hours and 
boil as you would for fresh green 
peanuts. 

The reason you boil peanuts after 
they are frozen is that the salt could 
cause them to develop a rancid 
flavor-especially after being frozen 
for three or more months. 

EGGS 

Did you know that egg protein is 
often used as the standard by which 
other protein foods are judged? For 
human nutrition, an ege’s 
combination of essential amino acids 
is second only to mother’s milk. 
Lower-quality protein foods must be 
either combined with higher-quality 
foods or eaten in greater quantities 
to compare with eggs. 

Why not tuck a hard-cooked egg 
into your children’s lunchbox. It will 
be good for them.

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Elba Hydroelectric demands $300,000 


from city to cover firm’s investment 


The status of the lease on the Pea 


River dam continues to make 
headlines this week. The city 
received a letter this week from 
lawyers representing the principals 
of Elba Hydroelectric Co., Inc., 
demanding reimbursement of the 
money the firm had invested in 


renovating the dam project during 
the past several years. This request 
followed a meeting several weeks 
ago in which the city council 
awarded the contract for generation 
of electricity to another firm 

City officials stated at the time 
they were soliciting offers from 
additional firms because of the 
failure of Elba Hydro to fulfill a 
performance clause in their present 
contract requiring them to be 
generating electricity by November 
28, 1985, or forfeit the contract. 
Officers of the firm granted written 
permission to the city to reopen 
negotiations on the project and 
requested an extension on the 
performance clause of their contract, 


which the city council declined to 
give 

The letter stated the firm had 
invested $300,000 and ‘‘makes
